One Hundred and Fifty Broilers Put 
In Cold Storage. 
Washington, 
July 
4.— Dr. 
Wiley, 
chief of the bureau of chemistry of 
the department of agriculture, Tues­ 
day put into cold storage 150 broilers, 
which is the first step towards an in­ 
vestigation of the effect of cold stor­ 
age on food products. 
Half of the 
broilers were drawn. 
They will be 
taken out from time to time within 
the next five or six months, cooled 
and tested. 
The department has completed an 
Investigation of the effect of freezing 
upon fruit. It has been disclosed that 
cold storage continues to improve all 
kinds of fruit for the first four or 
five months, but when It reaches per- 
festlon it neteriorates rapidly, 
Dr. 
Wiley believes he can secure just as 
accurate information concerning meat 
and all other food products. 
The investigation was provided for 
under the last agricultural appropria­ 
tion bill. 
The 
departments 
of 
agriculture, 
treasury and commerce and labor will 
soon name representatives to draft reg­ 
ulations for the operation of the pure 
food law, which will go into effect Jan. 
I next.
